'. It is a vurj good iclcn to spend tho 
most disagreeable months of winter in 
n warmer clime t-Iiiin Now York or New 
England if possible, and tho Bnlminas 
ooour naturally to most anybody ns n 
desirable point. For that reason I sailed 
tho latter part oE January from New 
York bonnd for New Providence, whore 
this letter is written. 


Tho harbor as wo sailad out was cm- 


• broidorod with ico, and tho beautiful 
snow on Broadway was as puro as tho 
soul of a. politician.

Thoro were several meals when one 


could detect lots of vacant chairs, and 
quite a number who had rooms on tbo 
steamer decided to tnlco their meals 
out. Ono man who had crossed tho At- 
Juntic, ho said, moro times thau I had 
fingers and toes acted real haughty on 
tho way out of tho Narrows, but while 
in tho smoking room bragging to me 
about Ins ability as a mariner sudden- 
ly asked to bo excused and went away.

HOW TO MANURE CHEAPLY. 


Au Answer to This All Important Problem 


as Given by American Cultivator. 


Virgin soil, after a few years' cultiva- 


tion, becomes unfitted for the crops that 
were at first successful, but at the same 
timo is rich enough to grow somo other 
crop that may pay as well or batter. 
The wet prairie soil of some western 
states produced largo crops of corn un- 
til cropping exhausted tho excess of 
vegetable matter, when suddenly these 
same soils aro found to grow good crops 
of winter wheat, with draining and 
some phosphate manure every year. 
When wheat is sown, good grain crops 
can bo produced indefinitely. 


Tho mineral elements of soil fertility 


can bo restored more cheaply and easily 
than can any others by the use of com- 
mercial fertilizers. The prices, both of 
potash and phosphate, are now so rea-. 
sonable that thero ought to be no hesi- 
tancy in buying them for every crop 
whero either is needed. But tho nitrog- 
enous elements of fertility in commer- 
cial form aro so dear that except for 
gardening purposes, and sometimes for 
farmers who grow early potatoes and 
peas for market, recourse must be-had to 
other means thau purchase. 
No one 


should think of buying nitrogen to grow 
crops whose growth is mado mainly in 
tho" summer. In Lot weather stirring 
any moderately fertile soil frequently 
will develop nitrogenous fertility more 
cheaply than any ono can buy it or than 
it can bo mr-.da en tho'farm. 
v 


All tho stable manure that can be ap- 


plied without too much cost should bo 
nsed iu growing such crops. Tho culti- 
vation with tho manure will bo more 
•effective than it possibly can ba without 
it. Part of tho benefit of frequent culti- 
vation of crops that aro cultivated in 
the summer comes from its effect in de- 
veloping latent fertility. That in coarse 
stable mautira cornos under this catego- 
ry. Stirring the soil over stable manure 
brings to it more oC tho air and causes 
it to decompose and thcs give off its 
fertility more rapidly. Though stable 
manure- itself hits littlu mineral fertili- 
tv, ifs decomposition in contact with 
tho soil liberates carbonic acid gas, and 
that acts a.'i a solvent for mineral fertil- 
ity that the soil contains. 


Wharo enough stable manure fiau 


neither bo made nor easily purchased, 
manuring wilh green manures is a 
cheaper way than any othor. It ought 
to bo cheaper, for it takes more time, 
and with land very valuable tho waste 
of a year's use of it while growing a 
renovating crop becomes too heavy a 
loss. Tbo miivket. gardener only occa- 
sionally growf .". clover crop, and then 
only bc'causo the clover roots lighten the 
subsoil in away that heavy applications 
of stable manure cannot do. For ordi- 
nary cases tho market gardener finds 
green manure too slow. He uses com- 
mercial nitrogen for tho early crop be- 
fore that from his rich garden soil can 
bo mado available by warmth and cul- 
tivation. 


The farmer who rlcvotes much of his 


land to fruit will find the renovating 
'crops, liko crimson clover and peas, his 
cheapest way of supplying nitrogen. 
Host of.his outlay in money will be for 
the purchase of mineral fertilizers, pot- 
ash and phosphate. 
It will require 


much heavier application^ of these min- 
erals to prow largo fruit crops than are 
needed for growing crops of grain. 


They, keep soils too coherent—aa fine 
clay—from impacting. 
And they de- 


prive the winds of much of their power 
to'lift and carry away the spongy soils 
of the prairie. Grass roots of any kind 
serve the same ends, with tho difference 
that wip.u they nre alive they do not 
bring nitrogen from tho air, and they 
do not penetrate the soil so deeply as do 
the roots of tho clover plants. When 
tho spring wheat comes after a culti- 
vated crop, a good yield may bo expect- 
ed, for the'n tho soil is clean, and moist. 


On the soils of the far west it would 


bo better probably to drill in tho spring 
wheat without plowing the land, as ou 
these impaotiorj rathar than friability is 
sought for. As a rnlo, the-land sown to 
spring wheat should bo plowed in tho 
fall. To this there may be exceptions, 
as in southern Ohio, for instance, whero 
much rain rather than snow falls in 
winter, and in consequence impacts tho 
land. In tho east the furrows should be 
turned at a sharp angle to encourage 
pulverization in the soil. In the west 
they may oot only be turned flatly over, 
but on soils which plow easily Ihoy 
may ba rolled with a peculiar kind of 
roller with wheels, which impacts tho 
laud again and which at tha Bama timo 
leaves it in littlo ridges, so tliat tho 
winds do not so easily sweep it away. 
Tho fall plowing of tho land in tho east 
promotes the liberation of inert fertili- 
ty and facilitates pulverization. In the 
west it seonres moro of density of soil. 
And both .oast and west it secures more 
warmth to the seed bed in tho early 
spring, and it gives opportunity for ear- 
ly sowing. 


Early sowing is indispensable to high- 


est success in growing wheat. It should 
bo sown as soou as t-ho horses can bo 
driven over tho soil without injuring it. 
It should bo sown, if- possible, with tho 
grain drill and at tins rato of six to sev- 
en peeks of good seed ou well prepared 
land. Farmyard manure plowed in the 
previous autumn is always helpful to a 
'crop of spring wheat when properly pro- 
portioned and properly applied. In the 
west a light harrow with many short 
teeth and which covers much ground at 
ono sweep may bo very profitably used 
after the grain has made n good start 
But this work must be douo with judg- 
ment. It destroys weeds and entourages 
the rapid growth of tlio, plants when 
young, which is greatly important. 


Feedlne Tor EERH nnd For Market. 
Broadly speaking, there aro two par- 


ticular objects to bo attained in feeding 
poultry—(I) the rapid growth of young 
poultry and preparation for egg laying; 
(2) fattening for market. Poultry for 
profit reooguixes little moro thau this 
except perhaps in case of breeders, who 
will desire iu a very few instances a 
feeding method for mere1 maintenance. 
In selecting feeds, therefore, tha ratio 
between tho "protein" and tho "carbo- 
hvdrates" must be observed. For egg 
laying, the production of muscle, etc., 
tho average of "carbohydrates" in tho 
fuods should, according to Farm Jour- 
nal, approximately equal four times the 
average of tho "protein;" for fatten- 
ing, etc., the "carbohydrates" shouldbo 
about six times tho "protein." Thus:

GROWINff SPRING WHEAT. 


Cultnrnl >ote« Prom Prnlrln Farmer on 


Tl.U Import-lint Farm Crop. 


Tho long contiDuccl low prices paid 


for wheat nro almost certaiu to result in 
indiffereiico as to tho best modes of 
growing it. This would bo in every way 
unfortunate, for \vo can't think of got- 
tiug on in this western covmtry without 
a certain amount of wheat. In f.ict, wo 
must hQva it not only to furnish us with 
bread, but also to furnish us with brau 
for </ar cattle nnd horses and shores for 
onr swhio, and vco must have it to fur- 
nish ns with litter, an adjunct of great 
importance where -livo stock is kept in 
any climate, and moro cspecinlly in ono 
that is cold in winter. Spring wheat 
ought to be sown on good clean soil. 


In tho rotation spring wheat- conies 


in riicoly after a crop of clover or after 
a cultivated crop—as, for instance, corn 
or mangels. Tho clover roots furnish 
tho wheat plants with food, more es- 
pecially with nitrogen, ED essential to 
itsgrowrh. They retain moisture in tho 
soil, whether in its upward or down- 
ward journey, and they keep thu soil in 
an equilibrium as to tilth. Tbey do this 
by binding locohy soils together, so that 
tho particles raoro closely uahera to one 
another.
